+ On the libel he had fuffered judgment to go againit him 
default, but had traverfed: the inditment forthe efrualt. 4 

Mr Jattice Buller, Who tried the affauk, ftated the india. - 
ment, aiid the evidence. It appeared that there had been three 
counts, the firft for an affault, with dn intent to commit mor- 
der —the fecond and third for an affault, but laid differently. 

The defendant wad convidt-¢ of the affaule. 

Mr Solicitor-General ftated the defendant’s cafe from a 
namber of affidavits, from which it appeated, that,: previous to 
his going on board the Warrior, Sir’ James Wallace hal a 
gaarrel with a gentieman, which had come to blews, in which 
Sir James had get the worft, and that defendant having-inter- 
fered as a friend to the gemleman, Sir James had feized him’ 
by the throat, and wanted to-tranéfer the quarrel tohim.

point, they can only méan the point of the fword. The defen- 

dant, to convince the world that he had come to the point, pu- 

blithed his private letters to Sir James, and meeting him, acet; 

dentally, they fell to blows, ‘He faid, that if the detendant had 
applied by information, the Court would have refufed a rules 
becaufe Sir James had appealed through the medium of a news- 
paper to the jurifdiction of the Public. He ftared a cafe to 
thew where the Court had refufed an information on that ac- 
count. He therefore could not doubt but the fame principle 
which had induced the Court to refufe the information ona 
former occafion, would alfo induce them to mitigase the fen- 
tence ip the prefent cafe. The provocation given to the des. 
fendant was great; and had the profecutor, inftead of proceed- 
ing by indiétment, fued bim by aétion for damages, the Court 
would direé the Jury to cokfider the provocation, and appor- 
tion the damages. —'T'hig principle would alfo go in mitigauon 
of fentence on the affault. 

He expected, he faid, to hear mach from the gentlemen on 
the other fide refpeGting the honour, courage, and fituation of” 
Sir James Wallace.—But in thefe refpeéts the defendant was 
on a level with the profécutor. Courage was the very point of 

a foldier’s honour.—It might be faid of honour, as had ' beed 

faid of wit ; it was the property of thofe who had’it, and too. 
often their only property.—It was the hereditary property of 

the defendant, a poor Lieutenant, with only his pay to fubfitt 

on. He had eftablifhed his title to his honour by his ford, 

and by his fword he had maintained the poffeffton. In faying 

this, he did not allude folely ta the tranfaction between the de- 

fendaat and the profecutor, but to his courage and conduct in 

fighting for his King and for his country. If any doubt could 
remain of abe, il} treatment which the defendant had received 
from Sir James Wallace, the behaviour of that gentleman, on 
the day of trial, mult remove it : —Forgetting the reverence he 
owed the Court wherein he ftood ; forgetting the dignity of the 
Judge; forgetting the refpe& he owed himlelf, he applied the 
vile epithet of fcoundre/ to the defendant. If then, in fach a 
fituation, Sir James Wallace could not fupprefs the impetuofiry 
ot his paflion, and groffnefs of manners, it was eafy to judge of 
his copduét when on board his fhip, where he ruled as a defpot, 
and could act as he thought proper with impunity. 

He then remarked upon the high characer of Lieut. Bourne, 
and faid, from the ftatement of faéts, and the arguments which 
had been adduced by the learned Counfel who had preceded 
him, and from the few obfervations which he had yentured to 
make, he was convinced, that the Court would confider Sir 
James Wallace the original libeller ; that the affault was the

The Solicitor-General then entered inte the charaer of the 
defendant, which, by a number of affidavits, made by officers of 
the navy and marines, whom he had ferved under; and whom 
hé had ferved with, defcribed him brave and cool, mild, affable, 
and ofa peaceable difpofition, 
Mr Erfkine followes =He commenced by ftating his difap- 
probation to-duelling, as being contrary to religiun, morality, 
and the laws of the country; but cuftom had, notwith{tanding, 
ufthappily fanctoned it; and nothing but the interference of the 
Legiflamre could reftrain, or effeclually remove it. ‘The de- 
fendant, he defcribed, as ftanding in a very peculiar fituation. 
On one fide he mutt tranfgrefs the law, on the other tranfprefs 
the cuftom which military honour had eftablithed. If he tranf- 
gteffed the law, he was liable to punifhment ; ifthe tranfgreffed 
the cuftom, he muft renounce every claim to the character of a 
gentleman and a foldier. He then recapitulated the infults 
given to the defendant by the profecutor, ‘as {tated in the affi- 
davits ; and faid, that as a foldier, he could not have lived un- 
dér them. For his part, if in the fame fituation, he fhould pre- 
fer being pilloried in every {quare in London, to the contumely 
and difgrace which muft inevitably have refulted from fobmifion. 
He knew that their Lordhhips, as judges in their magifterial 
capacities, muft pronounce a fentence upon the defendant; but he 
was confident, that in their private fituations, as men poffefling 
the fine feelings of honour and fpirit, they would not confider 
the defendant as criminal. He urged the defendant’s charac- 
ter in mitigation of fentence, obferving that his courage as a fol- 
dier, and his conduct as a private gentleman, opened a profpect 
to him of a fituation as honourable as any Sir James Wallace 
had obtained. He again touched upon the injurics under which 
the defendant had fuffered, and faid they were fuch as the feel- 
ings of humgn nature could not fubmit to,. without degradation 
into the vileft bafenefs ; and that the man who fhould ufe him 
as the profecutor had afed the defendant, he would purfue thro’ 
the whole of created fpace.
